In addition, he was a member of the Virginia Numismatic Association 
with honors as a Life Member, a designation he also received from the American Numismatic 
Association. 


Thayer was married to his wife Betty for 50 years, and they had two sons who also became avid 
baseball players. They are married with families of their own, making Betty and Thayer proud 
grandparents. 


Thayer passed away on May 24, 2016, and is greatly missed by his family.

20091 (Little) Rattlesnake Bar, (CA)- Palmer & Baldwin Certificate 
of Deposit $140 Sep. 10, 1854 

A former settlement and gold mining site in Placer County on the North 
Fork of the American River. Sutter’s Mill was located on the South Fork 
of the same river. Earlier in 1850, George C. Baldwin was part of Baldwin 
& Co that struck private gold coins in San Francisco. This certificate of 
deposit was once part of the John J. Ford Jr. Collection. It grades PCGS 
Very Fine 30, rubber stamped “Wells Fargo & Co Express Rattlesnake” 
within an oval in blue ink. (1,000-2,000)

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20092 Washington, DC- Bullion Bank $5 Oct 30, 1861 G8a 

Much rarer than the usual notes from this bank, this $5 has handwritten 
signatures, and is payable on demand but does not state in what. There is 
an unusual vignette of what appears to be a cemetery entrance on the left. 
Printed by National Bank Note Company with a beautiful red tint. PCGS 
grades this example Choice About New 55PPQ. (1,000-1,500)

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20093 Jacksonville, FL- Confederate Packing House 5¢ Jan. 10, 1862 
Benice 29 Freeman 35 

An example grading PMG Fine 12 of this rare and popular note. We have 
offered this issuer in all denominations a grand total of only five times, 
with the current offering being in the highest third party grade without 
an Apparent or Net modifier. A PCGS VG 10 10¢ note realized $1057 in 
our January 2013 FUN auction. (1,250-1,750)

An excessively rare early Florida issue from what was the first steam saw 
mill in the state. Panama is now part of Jacksonville. PCGS grades this 
example Fine 12. (1,500-2,000)

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20095 Augusta, GA- The City Bank $1-$1-$1-$2 G2b-G2b-G2b-G4b 
Proprietary Proof Uncut Sheet 

Vignettes on the $ls are of a Native American at left and a shepherd at 
leisure with his flock at center. The $2 has the unusual pairing of Daniel 
Boone at left and St. George slaying the dragon at center. PMG Gem 
Uncirculated 65 EPQ. (1,000-1,500)

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20096 Dahlonega, GA- A.B. Hill $1 Dec. 10, 1862 

We have offered only two different examples on this merchant who 
had his notes payable at the Cherokee Bank. This $1 makes a return 
engagement as it realized $1057 at our January 2015 FUN auction. PCGS 
Apparent Fine 15, hinge repairs on the back, small edge and internal 
tears. (1,000-1,500)

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20097 Savannah, GA- Mechanics Savings Bank of Savannah $10 
Feb. 1, 1855 

A rare note especially in issued form with this circulated $10 grading 
PMG Choice Very Fine 35 in a comment-free third party holder. The 
last example that we auctioned was part of the Eric Newman Collection. 
That PCGS Apparent VF 20 piece realized $1116 in October 2015. This 


note was the prototype of what would later become the Confederate T23 
design. (1,250-1,750)

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20098 Dubuque, IA- State Bank of Iowa $5 Dec. 1, 1863 Haxby R-10 
Oakes 60-11 

An extremely rare note listed in the original Oakes Iowa reference, 
although without the notation that it is raised from a $1. Other than the 
note pictured in the Oakes and Haxby references, this is the only surviv- 
ing example we know of. PCGS Apparent Very Good 10. PCGS notes 
repairs and “design redrawn,” which is a somewhat redundant comment 
on a raised note, as the design would always be redrawn on such an 
example. (1,000-1,500)

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20099 Columbus, KY- Nash & Whitford 50¢ December 1862 
Hughes UNL 

A merchant that we have never before auctioned. The Hughes reference 
lists this southwest Kentucky merchant as “Nach & Whitford” on page 
35. “Nash & Whitford” is spelled correctly in the index. The note is 
payable in United States Treasury Notes. This example has been nicely 
repaired and grades PMG Very Fine 30 Net. (1,000-1,500)

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20100 Amite City, LA- T.J. Dobyns 10¢ Jan. 15, 1862 

We have offered a grand total of only one note on this issuer and this is 
it as this example realized $1410 in April 2013. The ink erosion that was 
present then has since been nicely repaired. A two state note as well, as it 
was issued in Amite City, Louisiana, but payable at Mr. Dobyn’s office in 
Goodman, Mississippi. PMG Choice Very Fine 35 Net. (1,500-2,000)

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20101 Homer, LA-J.A. Avera 50¢ May 1, 1862 Rothert 90-8 

A truly rare bi-state note which was issued in Homer, Louisiana but was payable in Camden, Arkansas. The issuer, J.A. Avera, moved from Alabama to 
Camden in 1848 and opened a drug store, while also handling cotton and general merchandise. Avera’s connection with Homer is not clear, although 
Homer, located in northern Louisiana, is only about 75 miles from Camden. Avera also issued scrip payable in Camden alone, with no mention of a 
Louisiana connection. PCGS grades this note Fine 15 noting small edge splits, tears, and minor damage (1,500-2,000)

Louisiana Obsolete Rarity 
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20102 Jackson, LA- Clinton & Port Hudson Rail Road $50 Jan. 1, 1837 G8 

A great Louisiana rarity which we have only had once before when we sold the Norman collection example nearly a decade ago. That piece also graded 
Very Fine and fetched $4887. That figure appears quite conservative now, as we sold a $20 grading Very Fine from the Newman collection for $5640 two 
years ago and last January sold another $20 which was Very Fine 20 Net for repairs and annotations for $6462. Nice PCGS Very Fine 20, with no prob- 
lems whatsoever for the grade. (6,000-8,000)

20103 New Orleans, LA- The Commercial Bank $50 Oct. 5, 
1840 A-20 

The plate note in the Haxby reference, and one of only two examples we 
have ever had to offer from this bank. Other than remainders or Proofs, 
we know of only one signed and issued genuine specimen from this 
bank, although several other altered notes are known in other denomina- 
tions. This note is altered from a $50 issued by the Commercial Bank of 
Enterprise, Mississippi. PCGS Fine 15, with a few minor repairs and a 
small internal split that affects nothing. (1,200-1,800) 

Starting Bid: $600 
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20104 New Orleans, LA - New Orleans Improvement & Banking Co. 
(Banque des Améliorations) $500 March 6, 1838 G12 

We sold a low grade example of this rare denomination in our October 
2015 Newman sale, where it was described “A very rare high denomi- 
nation from this Rawdon, Wright & Hatch, New-York engraved plate 
series. Like most notes from the bank, this features the unique top center 
vignette designed for the bank. The extremely long and well-detailed 
view of the St. Louis Hotel building shows throngs of people in the fore- 
ground involved in day-to-day activities. The bank titles are in French, 
Banque des Ameliorations, and English, New Orleans IMPROVEMENT 
and Banking Co. At the left end is a seated allegorical female over a 500/ 
PIASTRES die. Liberty stands with a pelican shield at the far right. The 
$500 and $1,000 notes are the keys to this series and this denomination 
is SENC in Haxby. Noted with “Tape Repaired Edge Splits, Tears, and 
Damage.” The $1,000 note from this series in Newman Part VI, PCGS 
Fine 15 Apparent, realized $2,820 in April 2015. This is its equal, or 
perhaps a superior rarity.” That piece realized $1,762, and this example, 
which PCGS notes has major repairs, redrawn design, and internal tears 
but is just as rare, should come close to that number. (1,250-1,750)

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20105 New Orleans, LA- Red River Packet Co. 25¢ Dec. 1, 1861 

A green overprint is found on this PMG Very Fine 25 example that is 
problem free for the grade. It is the second highest graded note we have 
auctioned on this shipper. (1,000-1,500)

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20106 St. Martinsville, LA- Parish of St. Martin $20 March 19, 1862 
An excessively rare note which is labeled a “Parish Bond” which paid 8% 
interest from its date of issue until it was redeemable one year later. This 
note was clearly meant to circulate, as it is a bearer instrument payable to 
whomever brought it in for redemption. We've seen nothing like it from 
this Parish and know of no others. If this is as rare as we believe it to be, 
our estimate may prove conservative in the extreme. PCGS Extremely 
Fine 45, with a small corner tip missing from the upper right corner. 
(2,000-4,000)

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20107 Lawrence, MA- Bay State Bank $20 G14 Proof 

This Toppan Carpenter & Co. proof is quite elaborate with vignettes of 
Vulcan, an Indian maiden, and a rendition of the Massachusetts state 
seal. PMG grades this example Uncirculated 62 with minor tears noted. 
(1,500-2,500)

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20108 (Jackson), MS- State of Mississippi $50 Apr. 1, 1865 Cr. 49 

A note dated just nine days before Lee’s surrender. It has serial number 
134-D and grades PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. This is the high- 
est graded Cr. 49 to enter our auctions. The previous high was a PCGS 
63PPQ that commanded $822 in our January 2014 FUN auction. (1,000- 
1,500)

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20109 Jackson, MS- State of Mississippi $20 Apr. 12, 1864 Cr. 7c 

A note that is currently unlisted in the latest Criswell-Shull reference, but 
Hugh Shull has given us its new number of Cr. 7c. This $20 is dated April 
12, 1864, and it has a payable date of June 1, 1864. PCGS Very Fine 35. 
(1,000-1,500)

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20110 (Jackson), MS- State of Mississippi $100 186_ Cr. 49a 

A note that is only known in remainder form with this example grading 
PCGS Choice About New 58. It is the highest graded example to grace 
any of our auctions. The previous high grade was a PCGS Apparent 45 
that realized $1725 in January 2012. Look for this nicely margined exam- 
ple with ideal inks and nary a comment on the third party label to bring 
considerably more. (2,500-3,500)

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20111 Dover, NJ- Union Bank at Dover, New Jersey $1 G8 Proof 
While Haxby does not list a proof, this example is the same design as 
G8. Printed by Underwood, Bald, Spencer & Hufty, this sharp looking 
proof with three vignettes is mounted on cardstock and grades Gem 
New 66PPQ per PCGS. Five small POCs. The first we have sold and quite 
scarce. (1,000-1,500)

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20112 Freehold, NJ- Freehold Banking Co. $1 Proof 

Coming out of the American Bank Note Company Archives sale in 1990, 
this attractive black and white proof portrays Liberty and the New Jersey 
State Seal. PCGS grades this example Gem New 66PPQ. 4 POCs. (1,000- 
1,500)

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20113. Carmel, NY- Bank of Commerce of Putnam County $10 Dec. 
1, 1855 Proof 

The Bank of Commerce was in business from 1853 to 1865 when it 
became a national bank. Although the design of this note is listed in 
Haxby it is listed with a different printer’s name (Wellstood Hanks 
Hays & Whiting). This note was part of the 1990 American Bank Note 
Company Archives sale and has a large red TEN protector. It grades 
Choice New 63 per PCGS who mentions the four small POCs. (1,000- 
1,500)

20114 Carmel, NY- Bank of Commerce of Putnam County $10 Dec. 
1, 1855 Proof 

A large herd of cattle is the focal point for this $20 which was originally 
part of the 1990 sale of the American Bank Note Company Archives. 
Technically it is unlisted in Haxby, although your cataloger suspects that 
there is an error in the listing (wrong printer imprint listed). This attrac- 
tive proof has a large red XX protector and grades New 62 per PCGS who 
notes the four small POCs. (1,000-1,500)

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20115 Chester, NY- The Chester Bank $1 Feb. 18, 1864 G2a 

An extremely rare and perhaps unique note from a bank which is repre- 
sented by only Proofs and counterfeits. This is the only genuine signed 
and issued example we know of from the only bank in this small Orange 
County hamlet. PCGS Good 6, with no real problems save for even wear. 
(1,000-1,400)

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20116 Farmers Mills, NY- Putnam County Bank $1 Apr. 15, 1849 G2 
Another rare Putnam County bank, this institution was open from 
1848-55. Except for a number of counterfeits and a handful of genuine 
notes, everything else is SENC. This genuine $1 is believed to be unique 
and grades Fine 15 per PCGS which notes a scattering of small pinholes. 
Knowledgeable collectors will be quick to look past such minor distrac- 
tions on notes of this rarity. (1,500-2,000)

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20117 Farmers Mills, NY- Putnam County Bank $5 May 1, 1849 G8 
Like the $1 being offered from this bank, this is an excessively rare 
genuine note from a bank that is mostly populated by SENC listings and 
counterfeits. The bank was only open from 1848-55 and most experts 
agree that this may very well be the only known $5 from this bank. PCGS 
grades this note Very Fine 20 noting a small spindle hole cancel and a 
tiny chip out of the bottom right margin. Neither of these small imperfec- 
tions will deter knowledgeable collectors who understand the opportu- 
nity presented here. (1,500-2,000)

20118 Ludingtonville, NY- Bank of Kent $1 Proof 

Originally coming out of the 1990 American Bank Note Company 
Archives sale, this proof is unlisted in Haxby but closely approximates the 
G2a issue except that it has no red protector. PCGS grades this example 
New 62 noting the four small POCs. (1,000-1,200)

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20119 Ludingtonville, NY- Bank of Kent $1 Mar. 1, 1861 G2c 

The Bank of Kent opened in 1855 and remained in business until it 
became the Putnam County National Bank of Carmel in 1865. Virtually 
all the notes from this bank are listed as SENC, with this very rare, and 
quite possibly unique, note serving as Haxby’s plate note (page 1579, 
Volume 3). PCGS grades the note Fine 15. (1,000-1,200)

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20120 Ludingtonville, NY- Bank of Kent $2 G4a Proof 

An attractively laid out proof with detailed lumbering and harvesting 
scenes as well as a large red TWO protector, this proof was originally part 
of the American Bank Note Company Archives holdings which were sold 
in 1990. PCGS grades this deeply inked and well margined example Very 
Choice New 64PPQ noting the four small POCs. (1,000-1,500)

20121 Ludingtonville, NY- Bank of Kent $5 Proof 

While not listed in Haxby, this note, which was originally part of the 
American Bank Note Company Archives sale in 1990, is essentially the 
same design as G6a minus the red protector. On the left Ceres holds an 
oval portrait of a young boy. This image of the boy would later appear on 
the T32 CSA $5 treasury Note. PCGS grades this proof Very Choice New 
64PPQ, noting the four small POCs. (1,000-1,500)

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20122 New York, NY- The Irving Bank $1 G2 Proof 

An extremely rare Proof from this New York City institution which later 
adopted a national charter and became the Irving National Bank. It was 
organized in 1851 to serve the needs of merchants and grocers at the 
nearby Washington Market in lower Manhattan and named in honor of 
Washington Irving, the great American diplomat, essayist and author 
whose best known works are his short stories “The Legend of Sleepy 
Hollow” and “Rip Van Winkle.” This piece was obtained by our consign- 
or from NASCA’s Dr. Van B. Elliott sale held in April 1979, where it was 
lot 1700, and we have seen no other examples of this denomination since. 
PMG Choice Uncirculated 63, mounted on card stock (1,500-2,500) 
Starting Bid: $750 
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20123 Putnam Valley, NY- Putnam Valley Bank $2 May 1, 1849 
G4 Proof 

Open from 1849-1854, this bank did not leave behind much evidence of 
its existence. Only proofs (none of which apparently came out of the 1990 
American Bank Note Company Archives sale) are known and not many 
of them. This $2, executed by Wellstood Benson & Hanks has agricul- 
tural scenes and a large gray “2” protector and grades Choice New 63 per 
PCGS who notes that it is mounted on cardstock and has small POCs that 
have not gone through the card. When might you see another? (1,500- 
2,000) 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20124 Putnam Valley, NY- Putnam Valley Bank $2 May 1, 1849 G4a 
This genuine circulating note is very similar to the proof being offered 
in this auction session but has the bank department rather than the 
Comptrollers die at left. Without sounding repetitive, this note is also 
believed to be excessively rare. PCGS grades it Fine 15 noting a small 
body hole at upper right as well as small edge tears and minor rust stains. 
Again, on a note of this rarity it really will not matter. (1,000-1,500) 
Starting Bid: $500 
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20125 Southeast, NY- Croton River Bank $2 Sep. 9, 1863 G6éa 

The Croton River Bank operated from 1856 until it became the Croton 
River National Bank of Southeast in 1865. Notes from this bank are 
excessively rare, with virtually all listed as SENC. This $2 is the Haxby 
plate note (page 1798, Volume 3) and is very rare in its own right. PCGS 
grades this note Fine 12 noting minor edge damage and a small body hole 
at left. (1,200-2,000) 

Starting Bid: $600 
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20126 Raleigh, NC- State of North Carolina 25¢ Jan. 1, 1864 Cr. 150B 
This rare variety has the protector printed in green rather than blue ink. 
Shull estimates a population of 5-15 examples. PMG grades this note 
Choice Very Fine 35 Net due to a hole repair, evidence of a careless dis- 
mount, and discoloration. (2,000-2,500) 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20127 Wilmington, NC- North Carolina Arm Factory 25¢ 
Oct. 22, 1861 

A great Confederate item on a factory that was started by the recently 
immigrated Bavarian mechanic Louis B. Froelich and his partner Bela 
Estvan. Edge weapons were one of their specialties, and they supplied 
them to the Confederacy and the state of North Carolina. Shortly after 
the date of this note, the enterprise changed its name to the CSA Arms 
Factory. This remainder grades PMG Extremely Fine 40 Net. It has 
been nicely repaired, and it also has contemporary writing on the back 
in German. We have offered only one other item on this factory. It was 
a 25¢-25¢-50¢-25¢-25¢-50¢ uncut sheet grading a raw VF that brought 
$4140 in September 2003. (2,000-3,000) 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20128 Gallipolis, OH- Compagnie de Scioto 6¢ 1790 

An historic note from one of the very first frauds perpetrated within 
what would become Ohio, this 6¢ note was issued by the Compagnie 
de Scioto whose mission was to sell land on which it did not have title 
to unsuspecting French settlers. The company had failed by 1790 after 
selling 150,000 acres of land. By 1795, the victims of this scam had 
been given 24,000 acres of land in the vicinity of Gallipolis, OH by 
the United States government. This note is signed by William Duer 
who had served in the Continental Congress and signed the Articles of 
Confederation. PMG grades this note Fine 12 noting edge damage. A 
great piece of Ohio and United states history. (2,500-4,500)

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20129 Kirtland, OH- Kirtland Safety Society Bank $10 Feb. 10, 
1837 G10 Wolka 1424-12 

This is quite likely the most avidly collected of any issuer of obsolete 
currency due to its connection to the early Mormon Church. The 
bank was organized by Joseph Smith and other church elders in late 
1836, and currency plates were prepared almost immediately for the 
bank’s notes. Despite the bank’s charter being rejected by Ohio bank- 
ing authorities, notes were issued starting in January of 1837, with the 
insertion of the words “anti-bank” into the title. Shortly thereafter that 
ruse was abandoned, and notes without this notation added began to 
flow out of the bank. By May of 1837 the bank was refusing to redeem 
its notes for specie, causing the issue to be severely discounted, and by 
June of 1837 Smith severed his association with the bank. The bank 
would fail in November 1837. Eventually Smith and Sidney Rigdon 
were each fined $1000 for their unauthorized banking venture. This 
$10 is one of the more readily available designs but is still avidly 
sought. PMG grades this example Uncirculated 62 Net due to tape 
(which appears to be a small stamp hinge remnant at top center on the 
back). (2,500-3,500) 

Starting Bid: $1,250 
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20130 Armstrong Academy, Indian Territory (OK)- Choctaw 
Nation $1 Mar. 1, 1863 Cr. CHOC2 Burgett 2 

A note that dates back to the days when the Choctaw Nation was allied 
with the Confederate States. It is signed at lower right by James Riley 
as the “National Secretary of said Nation.” An official diagonal signa- 
ture endorsement at left is of “S.(amuel) Garland P. C. C. N” (Principal 
Chief of the Choctaw Nation). Redemption was noted by “Paid” being 
penned vertically at center. The back is endorsed, and the note was 
reissued in October 1865. We have had eight notes of all denomina- 
tions on this issuer cross our auction block. Almost all have been mid- 
grade notes and they have brought between $1057 and $5170. PCGS 
Very Fine Apparent 30, ink erosion at left. (1,000-1,500)

A very scarce Proof grading PCGS Choice New 63, hole punch cancelled 
and mounted on cardstock. It was part of the ABNCo archives auction in 
1990. We have auctioned only one other example of this number and it 
had minor damage. This much nicer specimen is expected to hammer in 
the vicinity of... (1,000-1,500)

Keller TN-SG050 

This 50¢ note grades PMG Very Fine 20. It is only the second piece of 
scrip we have auctioned on this Southern sutler. The first was a $1 grad- 
ing PMG 15 Net that brought $1410 in September 2016. General George 
Maney was born in Franklin, Tennessee in 1826. His troops saw action 
in Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia, and the Carolinas. In November 1863 
he was wounded during the Chattanooga Campaign. After the war, he 
was an active Republican and served in several diplomatic posts in South 
America. (1,500-2,000)

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20133 Mansfield, TN- Walter H. Powell 10¢ July 30, 1862 

According to the Dennis Schafluetzel census, this is the one and only 
example of this denomination known, having originally been part of 
the Schingoethe Collection. PMG grades this attractive note Choice 
Uncirculated 63 observing that the note has evidence of having been pre- 
viously mounted. (1,000-2,000)

The Jeffrey S. Jones Collection of Small Size Currency 


It is with great anticipation that we offer the incredible collection of our long time friend and colleague Jeffrey 
S. Jones. Put quite simply, this is by far the finest collection of small size U.S. currency that has ever crossed 
the auction block. It is replete with rarities and “Finest Knowns,’ with so many highlight items it would be 
impossible to list them all in this short introduction. If the benchmark of a great collection are the 1928C, D and 
E $1 Silver Certificate stars, the Jones holdings contain the finest known examples of each, including the only 
1928E star to be graded higher than About Uncirculated, with Jeff's Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ a full seven points 
higher than any third party graded example from either service. Among the other highlights worthy of mention 
is the only $100 Gold Certificate star graded higher than About Uncirculated, with the Choice Uncirculated 63 
Jones collection example a whopping thirteen points higher than any other competitor. 


The Jones collection was assembled over multiple decades, and started with Jeff's parents, who were merchants 

in a small town in rural southwestern Ohio. As many budding numismatists began, Jeff first started in coins, 
filling up penny and nickel Whitman folders. As cash circulated through the family business, the occasional 
Silver Certificate, United States Note, or even a Gold Certificate or Hawaii Note was pulled from the cash till, 
turning Jeff's interest to paper money, with Jeff beginning by building district sets of $1 Federal Reserve Notes. 
A few years prior to his passing, Jeff's father divided his currency collection between his three children, which 
is when Jeff turned into a serious collector of U.S. currency. Unlike so many collectors, Jeff was never a “hole 
filler,” content to own one of each item no matter what the grade. He realized early that quality was the name of 
the game in small size currency, and quickly developed an eye for quality that became legendary in the field. His 
primary concern was always grade and never price, although truly rare items in all grades were often amongst 
his purchases. Starting in 1993, when he attended his first CPMX show, Jeff quickly was befriended by leading 
dealers in small size currency such as Dave Klein, Scott Lindquist, John Schwartz, and Tom Denly. Jeff also 
became a regular at CAA auctions as well, after he entered the currency business as a professional by opening 
up The Small Size Shop, setting up at all of our Chicago Sofitel events. One of Jeff's favorite recollections was 
how, at one of these events, he completed a currency trifecta by purchasing a 1928C, 1928D and 1928E $1 Silver 
Certificate star trio at the same show. Those collectors active when Jeff was operating his business well recall his 
devotion to quality, as can be observed in the notes that will be offered this afternoon and again in our Platinum 
Night session this evening. 


In 2010, Jeff retired from the IT consulting business he founded, shuttered The Small Size Shop, and returned 
to Ohio University in Athens, Ohio to earn his Ph. D. in Computer Science. Both he and his wife, Janis, are now 
members of the teaching faculty at The Ohio State University. Having completed many of his collecting goals, 
including the only extant complete uncirculated set of regular and star small size $1 Silver Certificates, Jeff is now 
ready to pass his notes on to a new generation of collectors, with the wish that they too will share the same pride 
and joy he experienced as he built his collection.

This mixed denomination set is one of the more unusual errors that we have ever handled. All four of these notes are consecutively numbered, however 
the first and last notes are of the $20 denomination, with the middle two notes being $100s. This in and of itself is quite strange. The seasoned collector 
may be thinking that the $20s and $100s were found independently of each other, at which point this set was pieced together by some dishonest indi- 
vidual who then attempted to pass this off as an error. This was our initial inclination as well, but a look at Page 320 of the 10th Edition of the Schwartz- 
Lindquist Small Size reference shows that the AA-D block was not used on 1996 $100 notes from the Boston district. Only the AA-A and AA-B blocks 
were used in the serial numbers corresponding to this issue, meaning that the serial numbers that we see here were intended to be printed on $20 exam- 
ples. The blocks go from AA-A to AA-I on these $20s, but somehow, someway, the $100s snuck in during the 3rd Printing. What is even more shocking 
perhaps is the doubled Black Seals on the $100 examples. The lower, more prominently printed seals clearly correspond to those printed on $100 exam- 
ples. The more faded seals, however, display slight differences in the lines contouring the eagle, as well as the shapes of the plants bordering the insignia, 
which is clearly consistent with seals that are seen on $20s. The printing of the universal Federal Reserve Note seal was part of the 2nd printing process 
for the Big Head Series 1996 $100 notes. How this bizarre string of errors could have possibly come to fruition, we may never know. What is known, how- 
ever, is that this is one of the strangest, most peculiar error groups that we have ever offered in one of our auctions. Any estimate here is merely a guess, 
but when the hammer falls, a plausible outcome may be somewhere between...

U.S. Bureau of Engraving & Printing records reflect that 288,000 1928 $1000 gold certificates were printed, yet in the 12 years since the 
establishment of PCGS & PMG currency grading services, only 101 (< one tenth of 1 per cent!) have been graded, with 48 of these notes 
receiving grades of 35 or lower. Of the 101 graded specimens, only 3 PPQ gems exist at PCGS, a single 66PPQ and two 65PPQs; PMG has 
not graded any 1928 $1000 gold certificates higher than 64. 


A quick review of PCGS and PMG grading standards reflects that only notes showing complete originality and outstanding paper quality are 
designated as PPQ (Premium Paper Quality - PCGS) or EPQ (Exceptional Paper Quality - PMG). Current census data from PCGS and PMG 
reveals that only sixteen 1928 gold thousands (15%) have received the PPQ or EPQ designation, underscoring the fact that these notes while 
scarce in any grade are exceptionally rare in original, as issued condition. The other two gem 1928 $1000s graded by PCGS have been in the 
census for over 10 years and never appeared at public auction, as they were quickly and quietly snapped-up by knowledgeable collectors 
in private treaty sales. 


This chance survivor possesses the twin hallmarks of greatness - quality and rarity, and it radiates a superb print quality and a flashy gold 
overprint which makes for pleasing eye appeal. Given the quick absorption by strong hands of the only other 1928 $1000 gold gems many 
years ago, it is possible that this note is the one and only Gem 1928 gold thousand that will be available to collectors for many years to come.

This Proof is virtually identical, save for grade, to the example we sold in our recent FUN sale, where we said, “This Proof...is a truly rare 
piece of Civil War fiscal and numismatic history. Two Year Interest Bearing Treasury Notes were authorized under the Act of March 3, 1863 in 
denominations of $50, $100, $500, and $1000. They paid interest at 5% per annum, payable at maturity, two years after the date of issue. A 
single issued $100 note of this design was discovered in 1961 and was sold by Heritage in our 2005 Taylor Family Sale for $299,000. Another 
issued $100 example has been residing in the Smithsonian Collection since 1978. The opportunity to at least acquire the design is therefore 
limited to rare occasions when proofs or specimens are offered. The example offered tonight differs quite significantly from the issued $100 
note in its terms. The approach for paying interest envisioned when this was designed was much closer to that employed for bonds in that 
three ‘coupons’ were attached to the right side of the note. Six, twelve, and eighteen months after the date of issue, the coupons were cut 
from the note and interest (in the case of this note, $2.50) was paid. Finally, twenty-four months after the original issue date, the note itself 
served as the fourth coupon and was redeemed for its face value plus the final $2.50 in interest. The note is adorned with three striking 
vignettes- “Farmer and Mechanics’ on the left, an oval vignette of the Treasury Building in the middle, and a great Civil War vignette, ‘In the 
Turret’ featuring naval gunners, on the right. Unlike the last example we offered several years ago, which had six pie shaped cancels and 
the stamped word ‘SPECIMEN’ twice, once on the note and once across all three attached coupons, this piece has only six small cancels at 
the signatures and two on each of the coupons. That piece, which was graded Choice About New 55 by PCGS, sold for an unprecedented 
$41,125 four years ago. PMG mentions an as-made paper wrinkle as the spectacular note’s only flaw. We will be very conservative in our 
estimate here, but it would not come as a surprise at all to see the number below bested in the very early moments of the bidding for this 
significant Civil War rarity.” We were indeed correct in our assessment that the pre-sale estimate was “very conservative,” as the estimate of

That note has been traced to the Schermerhorn Collection in 1955 
and has been off the market since 1977. This note appeared at auction in 1996 and has been off the market since. The Friedberg Catalog 
erroneously includes Fr. 192 as the final Compound Interest $20 Treasury Note when it is actually the first signature combination of the $50 
Compound Interest Treasury Notes. It is also the only $50 Compound Interest Treasury Note to bear the Act of 1863 date. This note has been 
off the market for over 20 years, and its whereabouts were unknown. We are very pleased to offer the note to a generation of collectors 
who have never had the opportunity to acquire either of the Fr. 192s. The 192a which follows this note bears the same signatures but has 
the overprint date of July 15th, 1864 and the act date of 1864. Fr. 192a is listed in the Friedberg reference, but all known examples are 
actually counterfeits. The 192b is Series of 1864 and bears the signatures of Colby and Spinner and overprint dates ranging from August 15, 
1864 to September 1st, 1864. The 192b is the “common” $50 Compound Interest Treasury Note with 18 examples known. Track & Price 
simply lists this Fr. 192 as two known with no comment as to grade or whereabouts. There are no price records to rely on for Fr. 192, but the 
192b’s that have sold over the last 20 years have all brought from about $20,000 to $35,000 with two exceptions, both being VF 30s and 
realizing $129,000 and $141,000 respectively. PCGS has graded this note Very Good 10 with the comment “Restorations.” We can spot two, 
both extremely minor and well executed. The note is solid for the grade with more than acceptable margins, no tears or problems, and an 
overprint that remains more gold than green. Handsome would be a stretch, but the magnetism of the extraordinary rarity combined with a 
perfectly acceptable appearance will make this note irresistible to the serious Friedberg number collector. While we truly have no idea where 
this note will wind up tonight, we are certain of two things: First, with an opening of $30,000, it will certainly sell, and secondly, once it 
sells, there will be no opportunity to add a Fr. 192 to your holdings until this very note sells again.

In 1907, the interest was stopped and 
the value set at $21.30, causing them to be redeemed. This is a type that had been extremely rare in high grade until about twenty-five years 
ago when a small group surfaced. That group has long since been dispersed, and high grade pieces are now seldom available.

A mere two examples have appeared at public sale during the last decade, with a PCGS-graded Very 
Fine 30 realizing $47,000 in 2013 and a non-third party example grading “Fine” fetching $24,150 earlier that same year. PCGS correctly 
notes some professionally done restorations on this example, but the restorations are not apparent without careful examination and the note’s 
overall appearance is quite nice, with good color and body for the grade.

His reputation was somewhat 
unfairly damaged by his two hour-long oration at the dedication of the Cemetery at Gettysburg in November of 1863. He was followed to 
the podium by Abraham Lincoln whose Gettysburg Address was so short that the photographer present had no time to setup his camera and 
missed the shot. Lincoln’s address, in spite of its brevity, has gone down in history as one of the greatest speeches of all time. It unintentionally 
overshadowed Everett’s masterful, but lengthy oration that preceeded it. Everett was magnanimous...telling Lincoln, “I should be glad if | 
could flatter myself that | came as near to the central idea of the occasion, in two hours, as you did in two minutes.” It would be hard to 
imagine an XF with a better appearance and more technical merit than this beautiful note.

He was appointed to the Supreme Court by President Grant in 1869, and 
although his appointment was approved by Congress, he died four days later and never served as a Justice.

We discussed its pedigree in some detail when it last 
appeared as auction as part of the Jim O’Neal Collection in our May 2005 sale, where we said ‘This piece was obtained by Jim O'Neal 
from our sale of the Malcolm Trask Collection, where we described it as, ‘An excessively rare note rediscovered after over fifty years, and 
easily the finest known of the eight $20 Stockton National Gold Bank Notes in public hands. (One piece, the lone 1875 example recorded, 
is forever ensconced in the collection of the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago). This example was obtained by Malcolm Trask from the May

The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), 
plus any applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer 
price of the lot(s) less the 15% seller's commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction.
